such a crowd of people been enter- 
tained by the three- cities. The ab- 
sence of firecrackers, torpedoes and 
other devices for noise emphasized 
the celebration as one sare and sane 
It is estimated that 600 to 700 auto- 
mobiles from interior cities were here 
over the Fourth. Between dark and 
daylight 87 aatmobiles crossed Beck's 
ferry over the St. Johns river on their 
way to Daytona, and they hsid been 
coming all day Friday and continued 
to arrive well onto noon Saturday. 


The day's celebration was opened 


by automobile, motorcycle and horse 
races on the ocean beach, followed 
by a barbecue on the City Island at 
Daytona, and a ball game between Or- 
lando and Daytona teams at the same 
place. 
During the evening a free J 


dance, attended by several thousand 
persons as participants and specta- 
tors, was held at the new Nautilus 
casino at Seabreeze 
At 10:30 Sat 


urday evening an elaborate display 
of fireworks lighted the heavens at 
the casino as a climax o{ the day's 
events

The day opened with old 


Sol on duty. Toward noon clouds 
gathered 
and a refreshing 
shower

and

the dust of the streets 


P. C. Rodgers, who was in charge 


of the publicity part of the prepara- 
tions and personally billed the enter- 
tainment in the interior towns, made 
the statement to the 
Gazette-News 


ten days before the Fourth that there 
would be at least 2,000 people here 
on that day from Orlando, Sanford, 
DeDand and other places, and said 
he \vas arranging with R. H. McDon- 
ald to barbecue enough meat for that 


left by their owners or drivers at 
points along the bluff above the beach. 
The number of cars on the beach at

up to expectations, being outdistanced 
by both Nationals and Overlands 
taking part in the events.

'DEATH WHEN STRUCK BY AN 
. AUTOMOBILE — BODY CARRIED 


SOME DISTANCE ON FENDER.

Samuel D. Melvln ot Holly Hill was 


Instantly killed at about 8:00 o'clock 
on the evening of the Fourth on the 
ocean beach In the vicinity ot the 
approach to Marshall Park, when he 
was run down by an Overland road- 
ster driven by R. S. McCorroick of 
Leestwrg. 
Mr. Melvin was riding a 


bicycle at the time and Mr. McCor- 
mick was accompanied by Paul Jones 
of Bustle. 


Mr. Melvin and daughters, 
the 


Misses Lillian and Marie, bad taken 
supper wiA friends and 
acquaint- 


ances from Holly Hill who were oc- 
cupying a beach cottage in Marshall 
Park and shortly before 8:00 o'clock 
all left the cottage to go' to the Nau- 
tilus casino, some of the party, in- 
eluding" Miss Marie Melvin, 
the 


younger of the sisters, going witb 
'riends in a car while the others made 
their way up the beach on foot. 


Mr. Melvin had*his bicycle with him 


and when they arrived at the concrete 
approach a short distance north of the 
cottage he mounted his wheel and 
rode out upon the beach, leaving his 
elder daughter, Mlsa Lillian, to follow 
on toot with several companions. 


Only one of the party was near 


enough to the unfortunate man to 
witness the 
accident, although all 


heard the wash of the car striking 
.he bicycle. 


According to the story told by this 


sy« -witness ot ttre tragedy, Mr. Mel- 
vln had barely started when he saw- 
ahead of him the glaring light of an 
automobile coming down the beach, 
and possibly also became aware 
that another 
car was approaching 


'rom the south. Instead of keeping 
o his right, which would have car- 
ried him further out upon the beach, 
be kept in toward 
the safety ot 


he soft sand OR his left, but while 
still headed up the beach was over- 
taken by the 
car 
from the south, 


which all the party say was running 
at a hjgh rate ot speed. 


Mr. McCormick, the driver of the 


car, was evidently blinded by the 
bright lights of the car coming south 
and probably did not see the wheel- 
man at all or not until it was too late 
fo escape running him down. 


The automobile struck the bicycle 


with such force that it was Imbedded 
n the car.and the rider was hurled 
against the windshield, smashing the 
double glass to fragments, which were 
scattered over the occupants of the 
machine. 
The railing of the wind- 


shield cat a deep wound in the back 
of Mr. Melvin's head, but is probable 
that death resulted directly from the 
ireaklng of his neck. His body was 
bruised from head to foot.

An internal-combustion locomotive 


of a novel type, which is designed to 
use naphthalene as a fuel, has been 
brought out in France. Since naph- 
ithalene Is a solid which must be both 
melted and vaporized, provision is 
made for starting the locomotive with 
gasoline, Benzol or some other volatile 
lifluid, separate carburetors being In- 
stalled for the different fuels, the 
tank In which the naphthalene Is car- 
ried Is inclosed in a water jacket, and 
the arrangement is such that the water 
is heated from the engine. In this way 
a constant temperature is provided 
which Is more than*sufflcient for melt- 


Ing the naphthalene, which, as.fast 
it Is melted, is lifted to the fuel tank 
by a pump operated by the engine. The 
shift from gasoline or benzol to naph- 
thalene is readily made by means of a 
three-way valve. The motor is a four- 
cylinder 70-horse power engine of the 
ordinary automobile type, which cau 
be run at varying speeds of from two 
hundred and fifty to one thousand rev- 
olutions per minute. A speed of about 
twelve and one-halt miles an hour with 
a drawbar pull of 7,700 pounds has 
been obtained with this locomotive, 
the fuel consumption being one-half 
pound per horse power hour.—From 
Popular Mechanics.

ASSESSOR WILSON PRESENTED 


BOOKS .TO COUNTY COMMIS- 


SIONERS FOR THE YEAR 1914. 


INCREASE OF VALUES. 


, 
At 
the meeting of 
the board of 


county commissioners field In DeLand 
Monday evening, Tax Assessor S. B. 
Wilson presented his books for the 
year 1914. The total assessment of 
real, personal and railroad property 
amounts to $9,650,000. Last year the 
total valuation was less than ?8,000,- 
000, 
making an increase this year 


over ilast year's assessment of $1,- 
650,000. 


The total personal assessments is 


approximately $1,200,000; real estate, 
$7,200,000, and the valuation of rail- 
road and telegraph property is fixed 
at approximately $1,250,000. The in- 
crease in the railroad and telegraph 
valuation is about 10 per cent, over 
last year. The Increase in the per- 
sonal assessment in the county over 
last year is about a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. 


Very 
few valuations 
have been 


raised but the increase in the total 
has been occasioned in most in- 
stances by improvements. The tim- 
ber lands of the county are assessed 
at a uniform valuation of $2 per acre 
and the colony lands at $3 per acre. 


The county commissioners fixed the ' 


millage at 16% mills, divided as fol- 
lows: 


General revenue, 3 mills; general 


school, 7 mills; special road fund, 6 
mills; fine and forfeiture fund, % 
mill; special school district No. 14, 5 
mills; sub-school districts Nos. 2, 7, 
8, 9, 11, 12, 13, 14, 18, 19, 23, 27, 
30, 38, 39, 41, 42, 43 and 49, 3 mills 
each.
